ulcerated underneath. The membrane 
of the mouth and throat is excessively 
inflamed, the lungs attacked, and very 
severe bronchitix has set in. His pulse is 
no more than a faint flutter, his tempera- 
ture high and respiration labored and 
difficult. 

When after an hour or two in the 
hospital he came to sufliciently to be able 
to say something of his experiences, he 
said that he was involved only in the ex- 
treme edge of the gas cloud.

Actual Effects of Film Show Coming 
Soon, Says English Expert 
on Photography 

How about enjoying a moving pic- 
ture show at the breakfast table while 
perusing your favorite periodical? 
The idea is not so far on, according 
to an English authority on photo- 
graphy in “Process Work.” 

“The idea of making animated pic- 
tures for the portrayal of current 
events without adding bulk or the an- 
noyance of a mechanical contrivance 
is assured for the periodicals of the 
future,” he says. “The simplicity of 
the idea is one of its mogit valuable 
features. This mot’on photograph is 
a composite picture produced by suc- 
cessive exposures on the same plate. 
Therefore, a half-tore reproduction of 
the photographic print would be of the 
same nature requiring put one impres- 
sion to secure an animated illustra- 
tion of any scene of actics, no matter 
how complicated,

Boundary Line a Buffer Against War 
Between States and 
. ritain 
If the United/States ever has 
trouble wi t Britain tS will not 


row out of the fact that for four 
thousand miles or 80 the Unitcd 
States touches one of Great Britain's 
colonies, the Dominion of Canada. So 
thinks U, 8, Senator Wesley L. Jones. 
While ordinarily boundary lines are 
the surest source of war making, the 
United States—and likewise Hngland 
—ia protected in. that instance by a 
buffer that is proving itg value, Sen- 
ator Jones thinks. The buffer ig the 
International Joint Commission, creat- 
ed by the treaty of 1909,-to settle all 
boundary questions then pending and 
“to mabe provisicn for the nadjust- 
ment and settlement of all such ques- 
tions as may hereafter arise.” 

This commission is composed of 
Obadiah Gardner, of Maine; Jame3 
M. Tawney, of Minnesota; and -R. B. 
Glenn, of North Carolina, for the 
United States; Henry K. Pomell, K.C., 
New Brunswick; Charles A. Magrat., 
Ontario; and P. B. Mighault, K.C., 
Quebec, for Canada 

Although organization was not ef- 
fected until January 10, 1912, owing 
to the delay in the naming of his ap- 
pointees by the King of England, the 
commission has already , adjusted 
more difficulties, Senator Jones says, 
than were settled through the diplo- 
matic agencies of the two countries 
since the beginning of this govern- 
ment. It has still others to dispose 
of. . 

“Its work is a tribute to the genius 
and progressive international states- 
manship of the two great English- 
speaking peoples of.the world,” said 
Senator Jones in discussing the topic. 
“It must be apparent to anyone that 
with a boundary between two coun- 
tries almost 4,000 miles in extent, 
with millions of people iiving side by 
side under two separate andj distinct 
governments, whose commercial, fin- 
ancial and jndust-ial relations are 
necessarily cnd intimately related, 
and who aro the owners in common 
of a vast property which marks al- 
most one-half of that poundary, con- 
flict of interest will arise in the future 
as in the past. Betw2en no two coun- 
tries in the world is there a boundary 
of such tribunal extent. 

“Diplomacy does rot afford the peo- 
ple of two nations, whose rights and 
interests are involved in any inter- 
national controversy, the opportunity

“The treaty between the United 
State. and Great Britain creati.g this 
international court of justice make3 
the most advanced step yet taken by 
any two nations in the histury of the 
world—not only for the settlement of 
international questions, but . for the 
settlement of questions of less con-, 
sequence between the people of both 
nations. 

“There are many arbitrations be- 
tween the United States and other na- 
tions. Doubtless there cre many be- 
tween other nations of the world, but 
there are Lone between a:y other two 
that creates a tribunal composed of 
citizens of poth nations for the settle- 
ment of international questions be- 
tween their governments or their 
people. This commission therefore, 
charged with the duty and not having 
the >ower practical'y to work out the 
great problem of whether or not the 
theory of international peace through 
arbitration can or cannot be made - 
success, should hav: the hearty sup- 
port of both governments.

own country town, and the decrease in 
value of their own farm property. 

Perhaps, to the fact that our farmers 
are beginning to think along these lines, 
is due the recent failure of the firm of 
Christie-Grant Company, Limited, Win- 
nipeg, a mail order house that leapt like 
a flame into prominence for a few brief 
months, We understand that 222 cred- 
itors attended the general meeting held 
some little while back, and even this did 
not represent the total number of credit- 
ors. It appears that it is the intention 
of the heaviest creditors, who were ina 
fair way to lose large suinsof money over 
the venture, to continue the business un- 
til their accounts are paid. The spring 
catalogue, which has been mailed out to 
a very large extent, is expected to bring 
in business that will help to liquidate 
their losses.

The announcement giving full par- 
ticulars refarding the Summer School 
for 1915 is now being sent to all teach- 


_|ers in the Province. A copy hag been 


received at this office today. —_It is evi- 
dent from the announcement that the 
Department of Education is finding the 
Summer School an effective instrument 
for the ‘stimulation and supplementary 
training of the teachers. The service of 
over twenty specialists has, been engaged 
for instruction purposes, Over one 
hundred and. fifty-five teachers have ap- 
plied already for admission. 

This year the organization of the 
courses of instruction has been elaborat- 
ed so as to be in harmony with the regu- 
lations regarding instruction in the 
special subjects as indicated in Techni- 
cal Education Bulletin No.1, issued last 
November, A series of courses, in each 
case involving two summer’s work, is 
offered leading to a special elementary 
certificate in:— 

(n) Science—Agriculiure, 
and Nature Study. 

(b) Household Arts—Honsehold Sci- 
ence, Management and Art. 

(c) Art—Art Methods, Design, Draw- 
ing and Painting, 

(ad) Manual Training—Paper and Card- 
board Work, Textile and Basket Work, 
Clay Modelling and Penmanship. :

(f) Physical Training Ses © 
Drill, Organized Play, Musical Games 
and Folk Dancing, ~ 

This year, for the first time, a special 
series of courses will be offered for those 
teachers who are responsible for teach- 
ing Science and Agriculture in the high 
schools. While a number of-those re- 
sponsible for such instruction are science 
specialists, the great majority in the 
towns and villages have not specialized 
in eitheb Science or Agriculture in their 
college. course. These teachers find 
themselves distinctly at a disadvantage 
in approaching these subjects especially 
from the practical side, 

The courses offered involve (a) a 
double course in Agriculture for one 
summer for those who are science spe- 
cialists, (b) a group of courses involy- 
ing two summers’ work for those whe 
fre not science specialists. The first 
summer will be devoted to Agriculture 
and Gardening, Methods in Zoology 
and Methods in .Botany; the second 
summer to Agriculture, including ex- 
perimental and demonstration plot work, 
Methods in Physics and Methods in 
Chemistry. 

This year a seminar, under the chair- 
manship of the Director of the Summer 
School, will be organized for the high 
school teachers and agricultural instruct- 
ors for the careful consideration of the 
general problem of instruction in science 
and agriculture.in secondary schools,

Storstad Is 
Declared Responsible 


Montreal, April 27.—The C. P. R. 
$3,000,000 suit against the Acties Eluka- 
bte Maritime, a Norwegian company 
owning the Storatad, the collier which 
rammed the C. P. R. liver Empress of 


May, with the loss of 1012 lives, hasgone 
in favor of the C. P. R., but the dam- 


ofthe Admiralty Court, W. 8. Walker. 
Mr. Justice Dunlop, in his judgment, 
concurred with the report of the Mersey 
commission of enquiry held at Quebec in 
June last and placed the responsibility 
for the disaster upon Chief Officer Tof- 
tens of the Storetad. An appeal will likely 
be taken, the case going before the Su- 
preme Court of Canada, and then, if a 
further appeal is made, to the Privy 
Council.

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Truths Before the Winnipeg 
f Canadian Club 

. “Gentlemen, you have been using 
up the natural resources of this coun- 
uy, and sooner or later you will come 
to tne end,” 

This pregnant utterance was given 
voice by Dr, J. G. Kutneriord, Camgary, 
superiuteadent of agricuiure and ati 
mai industry, natural resources de 
partment oi tie U.s.R,, in the course 
oi an address delivered recently be- 
fore the Canadiwn ciub at Winuipeg. 
Dr, Rutherford, introddved by -ex- 
Mayor . RK. Deacon, spoke on “Tne 
laterdependence of the Farm and 
City,” and his address proved most 
entertaining and aisv instructive. 

The speaker went on: “That is 
what has happened to the farmer in 
every country it. the word that stuck 
to the single crop; he has come to 
tne end, And that is waat will happen 
to you uniess you develop ‘along the 
proper lines.” 

“We have, in this great, big, young, 
overgrown metropolis of yours,” said 
Dr. Rutherford, “got the idea that the 
farmer is a side issue. He is not, 
Farming ‘is not one of the ‘minor 
things. if it were not for the farm and 
the farmer we would not nave any 
cities, banks, factories, financial insti- 
tutions, no railways—nothing. The 
young people do not seém to realize 
it, and quite a lot of the old ones do 
not. We have in the Canadian west 
in particular been in the habit of con: 
sidering the city of primary import 
ance and agriculture as merely a fac- 
tor in human life and progress. We 
have not taken tinfe to realize what 
we are doing or ta see what we are 
passing through. When you get a city 
as large as Winnipeg you begin to 
think you are not dependent on the 
farmer; but you are just as dependent 
on the farmer in this city, this. big, 
solid, substantial city, as the mer 
chant who has his litle general store 
in the small railway hamlet, All the 
prosperity that has come the mer- 
chants and professional men and oth 
ers of Winnipeg, has depended and 
will depend on the prosperity of the 
Man on the western farm. 

“Why is it that we, as a nation, 
have failed go signally in grasping this 
great truth?” queried Dr. Rutherford. 
“I do not know of any other country 
in the world that has made such a 
mess of things in this regard as Can- 
ada has done. It has been an old joke 
in this country about the prairie 


erford. “Do. you that 
financial activities of is con. 
nected with the Union § Yards 
there? Do you know that in this city 
of Winnipeg, on the Red River, you 
have got anot! arket which ought 
to occupy the same position as the 
market I mentioned does to Chicago, 
and in the comparatively near future, 
too? Do you know that you have here, 
with these great transcontinental rail- 
roads running through Winnipeg as 
they do, the great si house for 
the livestock trade for all this area | 
between the Red River and the 
Rockies? It is coming to you; it can 
not help it; because this country has 
got to be a livestock country I am 
not throwing any stones at grain 
growing. Conserve the fertility of 
your soil while you can. But over 
here in these yards, you have got the 
centre of the trade through all this 
vast western territory. What are you! 
doing about it?” 

“You people are asleep,” ejaculated, 
Dr. Rutherford. Wake up. - Realize 
that your interests, are the interests 
of the farmer, and that. the’ farmer's 
interests are yours, and that if the 
prosperity of this country is going to 
be permanent, it rests in your hands 
as much as in the hands of the 
farmer” - 

Dr, Rutherford asserted that Can- 
ada liad lost this year,-at & very 
conservative estimate, from $10,000,- 
000 to $15,000,000 in hogs that were 
only half fed. Grain .was away up 
in price, and there: was nothing to 
feed the animals with. That was 
why they had been slaughtered. Last 
year, said the speaker, 70,000 tons of

Although the war office in de- 
fense of its action gtates that the al- 
lowance of rum was regarded by the 
military authorities as a medicinal 
supply rather than a part of the food 
ration, a large part of the demand 
for the abolition of the alcoholic ra- 
tion comes from the medical profes- 
sion. An appeal has already been 
made to the government to follow the 
lead of Russia and abolish absolutely 
the. sale of spirituous liquors during 
the war. 

Speaking in behalf of the army 
medical corps, Captain Sir Victor Hor- 
sley, a well known medical and scien» 
tific leader, enterg this protest in tue 
British Medical Journal 
issue of rum to soldiers as an alleged 
protection against cold and damp. 

“I stake my professional reputation 
oh my deciaration,” he. said, “inat 
rum causes losg of resistance to cold 
and is a cause of chilliness, misery 
and frostbite. It aiso causes loss of 
resistance to such diseases as pneu-

In times of peace the biggest single 
force in our navy is the home fleet. 
This consists of thirty-eight battle 
ships, sixtyeight cruisers, 113 des- 
troyers, and fifty submarines. Nat- 
urally such a mass of ships ic not 
kept together. It is split up into three 
divisions, each of which is furthe 
divided into squadrons. The fleet is 
commanded by an admiral, the divi! 
sions by a vice-admiral, and the 
squadron by & rear admiral. ’ 

A division is made up of “some 
thitg of each”—that is, of battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 
When working in numbers, the two 
latter classes are each known as a 
flotil-a. In a divisicn there are squad- 
rons—the battle squadron and the 
cruiser squadron. As the names im- 
ply, the former do the main fighting 
work, while the latter is chiefly con- 
cerned with scouting and light skirm- 
ishing.
